rectory at Rothehithe, considered this his best preparation for approach­ 
ing death." 
To read the sayings of this wise1 and gentle emperor is like sitting be­ 
side a still w ater upon a cool and balmy evening. Aurelius was concerned 
about the inner life of a man. about the m editations th a t went on within. 
He d id n t believe in calling attention to the faults and errors of others. 
he believed in so living and controlling one's life th a t its example would 
Cai haugh, of Cashtown, announce I enrich and beautify all other lives about. 
the birth cf a sen. 
\ 
And so it is that by reading the thoughts of this good ruler, we gain 
peace of mind and heart, and yearn to spread it all about us. For nearly 
2,000 years the simple things that Aurelius wrote, as a sort of diary of his 
own inner musings, have helped endless num bers of m en and women to 
radiate peace and comfort to the world. 
Influence goes on. The better it is, the farther it extends. 
Shakes­ 
peare used the illustration of the tiny caudle to bring out this thought— 
"so shines a good deed, in a naughty world,” he said. 
Men leave money—and it melts away in time. They leave fame—and 
it loses its lustre 
But great and good influence never dies out from the 
world. 
It keeps coming back. It touches life after life. It floats in the

The troops were subjected 
to many indignities, such as being I 
spit upon, hustled and taunted; the 
mob all the while indulging in wild ; 
curses and threats such as "Y ut’l l ! 
never get back to Pennsylvania.’’ As 
the tram was leaving the station, a j 
stone was thrown, by one cif the 
mob. into the cars, and, with a wild 
yell, the mob rushed after the slow- J 
ly receding train 
They were check- ! 
cd by the city police however, who 
behaved admirably. 


Pass Through Mob 
After passing through the hostile1 
mob in Baltimore, at seven o’clock 
P M. of the 18th, these live com­ 
panies of Pennsylvanians arrived in 
Wa Iring1 'rn where they were gr*et- 
ed with a hearty

Gregory 
m erely replied; 
"You will have to read between 
the lines regarding th a t.”
